1. JizG@ee (gempow) [s+] has reported that General DE GAULLE and bis 
troops are in SIERRA LEUME to attack DAKAR from the landward aide. 


2. General FULLER [21] writes that the SAUSAGE-DEALERS (KOLBASNIKT ](1i4] 
could laumeh an amey of five sechanised divisions against Britain, Each 
division bes in all 360 tanks, %60 motor vehicles and 250 sctoreycles. 

1 200-4] 500 barges would be required to transport this arey. He points out 
that agaimst a weak Poland the SAUSAGE-DEALERS launched 57 infantry divisions, 
five motorised, five armoured and four light sechanised divisions, with ome 
cavalry brigade and ene tank regiment per corps. He is doubtful whether it 
ie possible for the SAUSAGE-DEALERS to carry cut a serious invasion. People 
are becoming increasingly doubtful bere ehetber the SAUBACE-DEALEES will 
invade. Same people cannot understand why, sinoe 10th September, the 
SAUSAGE-DEALERS have been using relatively amall forces to bomb Britain and 
the night raids have been by one, two or three aireraft. Some of the 
British eonsider that the SAUSAGE-DEALERS are shunning the risk of losing 
largs groups of airereft because of the growth of the Bcriet Air-Fores 
(avIatsTYa)], whilst others think that the war may switoh to the Middle East. 


J. According to information from a (BY correspondimt |[iv] 50 percent 
of all the damge in the LONDON docks resulted from the bombing of 7th 
September. ‘The (Bf petroleas depet] at ROTHEREITHE amd the timber yards at 
the SUEREY COMMERCIAE and SOUTHWEST INDIA Docks were burnt down. ‘The 
(ROYAL)[s)] VICTORIA DOCK was damaged. Some chemical works and a petroleum 
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refinery in SEGVEREURRI Wille destroyed. Some factories in GREENWICH and 
CHARLTON [ChAL'TON) were damaged. The gasworks in BECTON and STEPNET were 
damged, Bombs were dropped on KINGS CROSS, WILLESDEN JUNCTION, CLAPHAM 
JUNCTICN and WIMBLEDON reilway stations byt traffic was not interrupted. 
Some warehouses in CITY ROAD were burnt déwn. A magnetic bomb fa said to 
have been dropped in the TOTTENHAM exea, damaging hundreds cf houses.
